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Section  2:  Improving  Your  Language  Arts  Skills 

In  Section  2 students  will  continue  to  improve  their  language  arts  skills.  In  Lesson  1 they  will  focus  on  verbal 
communication  and  the  different  levels  of  language  usage.  In  Lesson  2 they  will  focus  on  non-verbal 
communication.  In  Lesson  3 they  will  examine  writing  strategies.  In  Lesson  4 they  will  consider  reading 
strategies  that  will  help  them  become  better  readers.  In  Lesson  5 they  will  examine  ways  to  respond 
personally  and  creatively  to  written,  oral,  and  visual  texts  they  have  studied.  In  Lesson  6 they  will  set  goals  for 
the  course. 

• In  Lesson  1 students  will  begin  their  vocabulary  logs.  Keeping  a vocabulary  log  will  be  an  ongoing 
process  that  you  may  wish  to  monitor. 

• For  Lesson  2 you  can  ask  your  student  to  collect  a variety  of  comic  strips.  Have  your  student  examine 
both  text  and  images  to  explore  how  each  frame  is  used  to  advance  the  story. 

• For  Lesson  3 you  can  help  your  student  reflect  on  the  writing  process  and  past  writing  experiences. 

• For  Lesson  4 you  can  help  your  student  reflect  on  the  reading  process  and  past  reading  experiences. 
Your  student  will  need  access  to  a computer  with  a CD-ROM  drive  to  view  a video  clip. 

• In  Lesson  5 your  student  will  listen  to  a story  and  respond  to  it  by  discussing  it  with  others,  completing 
a journal  entry,  and  creating  a portfolio  item. 

Note:  Responding  to  texts  is  an  ongoing  process  in  English  Language  Arts  7.  You  may  wish  to  pay 
particular  attention  to  the  information  on  responding  to  texts  in  Section  2:  Lesson  5,  beginning  on 
page  73  of  the  Student  Module  Booklet.  Additional  information  on  working  successfully  in  groups  is 
provided  in  Section  1:  Lesson  4,  beginning  on  page  34  of  the  Student  Module  Booklet. 

• For  Lesson  6 you  will  want  to  help  your  student  set  goals  for  the  course  and  make  a schedule  for 
completing  the  modules. 


Remind  your  student  to  contact  his  or  her  teacher  if  he  or  she  has  any  concerns  about  the  assignments. 
Feedback  is  important  for  the  learning  process.  Although  assessment  helps  measure  progress,  feedback  often 
offers  strategies  for  improvement  before  the  next  assignment.
